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efore Torricelli so he's got to be feeling pretty good if it might have at least helped and especially because 
two years ago when he was in bad shape there were a lot of Democratic candidates who did not really want 
Bill Clinton on the same stage with him that was different and the president didn't really ask voters to give 
him a Democratic Congress this time but what he did do what he kept pointing out and what they think work 
was they say of course that it was Republicans who tried to shut the US government down damn thanks Rita 
now we mentioned the word landslide let me remind you as you look at the map there's no assurance yet 
that President Clinton has even been reelected much less talk of a landslide he is off to a very strong start 
having with 270 electoral votes needed to win President Clinton has 198 tutto 67 but let's go to Kevin Phillips 
a CBS News consultant Kevin over the years the definition of landslide has changed | remember when 
George Bush won in 1980-81 by what six or maybe seven percentage points and Republicans called it a 
landslide well that's right if you think of a landslide in terms of a sweep in the electoral college of three or four 
to one sometimes it can happen at six or seven points usually it takes about eight or nine percent of their 
margin now the president seems to be running more strongly certainly is in states like Ohio New Jersey 
Florida than he did back in in 1992 so if he's kicking up his margin by a couple of points we're closing in on 
the landslide level and to say eight or nine percent and if you start getting to that point eight or nine 
percentage points margin then you're probably getting to the point where you get 400 electoral votes and 
that's a landslide in the electoral college so this is what we have to start watching for and also we're going to 
be watching how the house votes go is if we roll across the time line across the country and those of you at 
home in states with polls still open you can be the deciding difference as to whether speaking Newt Gingrich 
and the Republicans can retain control of the 
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Republicans can retain control of the House of Representatives or whether the Democrats take control of a 
house or for that matter the Senate and the presidential race is far from decided here's the point Americans 
hold the greatest power in the world and is the power to steer this great nation that's a tremendous power a 
tremendous responsibility if you hadn't voted please do so stay with our CBS News coverage would be right

when all the results are in encountered our CBS News estimate is that sound Brownback who's been in 
Congress since 1995 he was one of those elected not very long ago will be moving up to the Senate so Bob 
Schieffer both of those Kansas Senate seats remain Republican kind of a little footnote here Kansas voters 
Nancy Kassebaum of course one of the most popular members of the Senate from Kansas retired they had 
three chances to elect another woman Placer they had Sheila from who ran in the primary of one of those 
races she got beat and then there were women candidates in both of the other Kansas Senate races but in

president is getting 60% of the Catholic vote in Rhode Island in Illinois better than 50% there was some 
organized opposition because of the partial-birth abortion bill but it's not

bulletin on your local news but it wasn't it was a campaign commercial the woman you're looking at is an 
actor not an anchorwoman but you didn't know that unless you saw a short faint typewritten

presidential desk how did he do it he did it by emphasizing a number of qualities we talked to voters to find 
out which qualities about the candidates were important to them and if you've ever got tired of hearing Bill 
Clinton saying that he was going to build a bridge to the 21st century the voters didn't because you asked 
them what was important who has a vision for the future Bill Clinton who was in touch with the 90s Bill 
Clinton people laughed at him when he said | feel your pain who cares about people like me the voters felt 
Bill Clinton did where did Bob Dole when people who felt he was honest and trustworthy he got that he 
stands up for what he believes that but it was apparent that what was important here were these qualities 
someone who had a vision for the future someone who was in touch with the 90s and someone who cared 
about people like me that's what won for the voters add that to the bottom bottom line the pocketbook issues 
jobs in the economy Social Security Medicare that's what did it all of which reminds us to remind you those of 
you in states where the polls are still open your vote can decide whether President Clinton now gets a better 
than 50% title of the total vote does he get a mandate or not your vote can decide where the Republicans 
hold onto control of the Senate your vote can decide whether the 
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Senate your vote can decide whether the house remains in the control of the Republicans and Speaker Newt 
Gingrich and there are plenty of other issues on that ballot you have time to vote and we urge you to do so 
let's go now to our CBS News correspondent Bob Schieffer why did dole lose Bobby | think it's a campaign 
that just never got started dan and | think it just underlines again when the economy is in pretty good shape 
and the nation's at peace it is very very difficult to unseat a sitting president and in my view Bob Dole for all 
his fine war record for all his distinguished career in the Senate really never articulated a strong reason for 
saying Bill Clinton ought to be replaced | mean at one point in the campaign | was struck by how he he was 
reduced to saying the economy's not as good as you think it is let's kind of act back in the Vietnam days 
when you had to ask are we winning you probably lose him | think it's just a campaign never got going let's 
go to Little Rock and presidential advisor George Stephanopoulos thanks for being with us George just over 
the top well the question how are you how does it feel what's the president doing what is he now hoping for 
on the rest of the returns well right now it's too good to be true but the most important thing you said Dan is 
there are a lot of polls still open and everybody should get out there and vote but the president is very 
gratified you know if this holds up tonight he's the first Democrat since Franklin Roosevelt to be reelected | 
think that's a real part of confidence and the directions take in this country and he's up watching with Hillary 
the Chelsea in her France now and he feels great George no president has had a really successful second 
term since possibly President Eisenhower back in the 1950s what makes you think given all these charges 
about ethics character and scandal that William Jefferson Clinton can have a successful second term well 
the president's answered those charges and the people have spoken tonight they know they can count a 
president to fight for them and that's exactly what he's going to do in the second term he's going to reach out 
to Republicans reach out to make sure we balance the budget in our way educate every American and move 
a million people from welfare to work and we're gonna do 
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from welfare to work and we're gonna do it is the president or is he not going to form a kind of bipartisan 
government for the second term pulling in at least one or two Republicans into high-ranking positions for a 
moment but he really does want to reach out to Republicans make sure we've shown this year that when the 
parties work together we can achieve an awful lot and that's exactly what the president wants to do over the 
next four years George Stephanopoulos would you agree or not agree that if Bill Clinton fails to get 50% of 
the popular vote that he will not in fact have a mandate that is a big vote of confidence in the direction 
George Stephanopoulos congratulations congratulations to you and president and the first lady you George 


no one has worked harder nobody has cared more about Bill Clinton winning this election congratulations to 
you let me pause and say that anybody who thinks that bob dole's public service to the united states of 
america will end with tonight's defeat at the polls simply does not know bob doe will be talking about that as 
the night goes along in the meantime let's go to Kevin Phillips Kevin how and why did Bob Dole lose this 
election besides the fact you had an incumbent president with a pretty good economy and the world at peace 
at least into as far as United States is concerned well | think Bob Dole had some problems from the start he

the the seeds of hubris and partial self-destruction were there with a Republican Congress and | think the 
Newt Gingrich was an essential ally in Bill Clinton's comeback and as you saw the Republican Congress 
overreach you saw the possibility of Bill Clinton coming back and and of course we couldn't bet that he'd do it 
as well as he did but the chance has been there for a while you know that speaker Gingrich will be turning a 
back flip or something akin to that to hear you say that he was responsible for Bob Dov's defeat he's going to 
say don't you expect listen senator Dole has to take responsibility for himself well | don't think notes going to 
be talking about Bob Dole's responsibility or lack of it for the defeat but what I'm suggesting is it's the role of 
the Republican Congress was a final vital in Bill Clinton's reelection and polls showed that that people were 
asked if there's going to be a Republican Congress should you have a Republican president to help it or Bill 
Clinton to block it and by about two to one they wanted Bill Clinton to block it so that's why | saved Gingrich 
played a role in Clinton's resuscitation thanks Kevin Phillips now President Clinton has enough electoral 
votes to win does he get over 50% in the national vote we have to see in the Senate races at 9:00 p.m.

know voters sometimes give a split decision it could be it could be that that's what's going to happen tonight

Senate ad in the race that he ran and just lost does Senator John Kerry in Massachusetts she spent her 
federal disability check on drugs he got a disability check every month and drank until the money was gone 
incredibly John J twice introduced legislation to keep paying monthly checks to alcoholics and drug addicts 
whose only disability was their addiction in the race for Congress the issue is crystal clear and this from the 
LeSabre for congress campaign in california is not Vick they CEO says the Tim Lefevre is an extremist 
because he believes that killers like Richard Allen Davis deserved the death penalty Tim Lefevre says that 
those who have built their entire public careers defending people like Richard Allen Davis from the death 
penalty are the real extremists and that guy was of a CEO is you | don't know what you think Dan but every 
time | see those ads and others like them | wonder do the candidates who pay for these ads really think 
Americans are stupid enough to believe that their political opponents want to coddle child killers or drug 
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want to coddle child killers or drug addicts apparently they do Dan as long as those negative ads produce 
winners and they produce some winners tonight then people are going to use them you know in that New 
Jersey race Mike I'm which torricelli won for the Democrats hold on for the Democrats the old seat of Bill 
Bradley someone wrote that that was a diss a minute Senate campaign in New Jersey let's check in with Phil

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[Music] back in CBS News election headquarters in New York this is the way the presidential race looks on a 
nationwide basis 270 electoral votes needed to win Bill Clinton already has 284 how big his win is in the final 
analysis depends on the states of the in black on that map those are the ones with where the polls are still 
open now the polls are closing in some places at the top of the hour we'll have returns on that of course for 
you and up in New Hampshire closest Senate race in the country this race between dick sweat and Bob 
Smith is as hot and tight as a too-small bathing suit on a too long car ride back from the beach they have 
been locked really tick tight for a very long time and it looks like it's going to continue this way these are 
actual votes in and counted yes we and everybody else in the galaxy had said earlier this was a pickup for 
the Democrats it may yet be we're not saying the dick sweat hasn't won this race what we're saying is is 
closing down in getting breathtakingly tight Bob Schieffer coming up at the top of the hour 10 o'clock best

house now looking over the specific details of states where the polls closed at 10 o'clock lowa seven 
electoral votes they go for President Bill Clinton this repeats what he did in 1992 we do not yet know how the 
Senate race is going in IO at least we don't have definitive word on that Utah president as expected Bob 
Dole wins in Utah picks up the five electoral votes there Idaho another strong Republican state Bob Dole 
carries it now at 10:00 p.m. and in the East and the polls have just closed in three states with Senate races 
we're going to look those over in the Idaho gym state of Idaho Senator Larry Craig the last time a GOP 
senator lost in Idaho was 1956 and it doesn't happen in 1996 this was one of the races the Democrats 
thought they might just might win but it turns out that they were dreaming that Idaho may buy with Utah as

asking them what they wanted more or less from government you take a look at the numbers across the 
country you see that people want a lot less in Pennsylvania 55 percent think the government should do less 
in Minnesota 57 percent said that they thought that the government should do less we took a look in the in 
the Midwest in Ohio 57 to 39 percent people thought that the government should do less and if you go to 
other states in Wisconsin in Florida you see overwhelming majorities of people who want less from the 
government in their lives and | think if you're looking at what Bill Clinton can do now two things spring to mind 
particularly on the heels of this election campaign reform people want it and also entitlements less money 
less government let's go to Kevin Phillips our veteran CBS News consultant Kevin given the form that the 
election is to has taken so far a lot of votes still out there the polls haven't even closed in some places in the 
West given the form so far we like to have in Washington a stalemate Anarchy hubris or some of all three 
probably some of all three and that's 
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probably some of all three and that's the interesting question how much of each from where what I think it's 
time to start thinking about is the president may get seven eight nine point margin that may be a landslide it's 
certainly a narrow landslide but if you look at the forces that he's going to face in Washington in nineteen 
ninety-seven you've got an almost certainly Republican Senate now some sense on the part of 
congressional Republicans even if the House teeters but that they have gotten their ticket punched on 
Capitol Hill you've got a special prosecutor you've got a billionaire who's going to be entrenching a party 
that's going to make corruption the issue you've got a lot of things that Bill Clinton faces that no newly 
elected Democratic president has faced in my memory so this is a caveat to the the landslide or near 
landslide or whatever the personal vote he gets is thanks kevin phillips let's go now to one of president 
clinton's closest friends Vernon Jordan who's joining us from Little Rock thanks for being with us soon mr. 
Jordan | have you talked to the president how's he feeling what's he saying I've not talked to him since the 
declaration of victory | was with him shortly before that and he was feeling a reasonably confident and 
optimistic and anticipatory and I'm certain by now that he is both relieved and reeling Victoria now Bill Clinton

the next four years that we was that we've seen in the first four years and | think based on the first four years 
who will get even better leadership in the next term Vernon Jordan and little walk congratulations you helped 
to make it happen when the winners win everybody says congratulations and we do to you as well two very 
tight races Senate races first up in Maine one of the tightest races of the evening this is the this is New 
Hampshire and not Maine | should say New Hampshire | pushed the wrong button again that'll happen 
sometimes you know it's live television we do it that way but nonetheless in the main race it turns out that 
was control room air so marked that one up for them Susan Collins and Joe Brennan in this Senate race up 
there Virginia by the way our CBS News estimate this just in Virginia Falls for dole in 13 electoral votes 71 
percent of the precincts reporting in our CBS News estimate is that when it's all said and done Bob Dole will 
have carried Virginia we were up in Maine after a little contrived television confusion they're showing you the 
results so far of the Maine Senate race now this is for the seat of the outstanding Republican senator bill 


Cohen who retired a moderate Republican one of his former aides susan collins was trying to take his place 
she may or may not win right now she's leading with 11% of the precincts reporting that's in Maine now down 
in Louisiana 
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Maine now down in Louisiana where a woman is attempting to become the first woman ever sent to the 
United States Senate from the state of Louisiana it's an extremely tight Senate race down there we'll have to 
see what happens in Louisiana we put Texas up on our thing let's go again Louisiana send it there we are 
woody Jenkins the Republican holding a lead over mayor Landrieu it does not look good for the Democrats 
chances of holding on to that Senate seat down there and does not look good for the chances of Mary 
Landrieu although it isn't over the race says it's not time to say that this race has been decided but the 
woman Mary Landrieu is trailing in that race then we still have outstanding that race up in New Hampshire 
over in New Hampshire this is the way this Senate race is shaping up in New Hampshire now dick sweat 
now trails in a very very tight race 40% of the precincts actually in and reporting earlier in the evening nearly 
everybody announced that dick sweat was picking this up for the Democrats as you can tell as the actual 
votes come in is narrowing down we're not saying dick sweat hasn't wanted what we are saying is he trails in 
the actual boat count so it's a race we're watching our CBS News coverage will continue after these 
messages [Music] Republicans now have 150 seats in the Senate and they are saying to themselves listen 
we definitely have controlled the Senate because in Alaska the veteran Ted Stevens is considered an

David Funderburk who was the Republican freshman down there an aide to Jesse Helms that is another seat 
that has fallen to the Democrats also in North Carolina David Price the Democrat who lost two years ago - 
Fred Hyneman he has won that seat back all of the freshman that we thought would be in in close races or in 
close races another Republican freshman who has lost Bill martini in New Jersey as we say though 25 of the 
freshmen have won the people we thought would be in close races are in close races we've just had a little 
conference with all our experts back here we think it is still very close sister who's going to control the house 
it's by no means been decided it could still go either way there thanks Bob now if it turns out that the 
Republicans retain control of the Congress what we may wind up with we may wind up with as night goes 
along keep in mind that Bill Clinton is assured of being reelected we don't know whether it's with more than 
50% of the vote or not we don't know what his final electoral that will bill be but the Republicans rarely have

inauguration day dan thanks Eric Edie Bradley on the presidential desk well even with those figures that 
Harry points out there were people who thought that there would be scandals they voted for him people 
thought he was not the trustworthy candidate they voted for him even in Arkansas which he won 56% of the 
people in that state said he's not telling the truth on whitewater yet they voted for and they but but they voted 
to send a Republican to the site from where so for the first time in history Linda Douglass who's been 
following the very long trail of money in the campaign Linden's soft money what is it and what role did it play 
in this election well first of all it's interesting in this election that money finally really has become an issue this 
is going to be the most expensive campaign federal campaign 
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campaign federal campaign ever an estimated two billion dollars and there is a system of course under the 
law that is supposed to regulate the amount of money that can be contributed the amount of money that can 
be spent but that system this year clearly broke down now the long limits the amount of money that can go to 
candidates but there aren't such tight restrictions on the amount of money that can be contributed to political 
parties so this year both the Democratic Party and the Republican Party exploited a loophole in the law and 
went out and aggressively raised huge contributions $100,000 plus contributions from corporations rich 
people labor unions and that is what we call soft money and let's look at some of these numbers now the 
Democrats raised more than ninety five million dollars in soft money that's more than three times what they 
raised four years ago the Republicans raised about a hundred and eleven million dollars in soft money that is 
more than double what they raised four years ago now in their frenzy to go out and grab up all these huge

LBJ beat Barry Goldwater by 22 points in 1972 Richard Nixon defeated senator McGovern by 23 points in 80

historical perspective you're going to say the ten points is a landslide want to show a couple of very close 
races in the Senate race in Louisiana keep in mind that a Democratic woman is trying to become the first 


woman ever sent to the United States Senate from Louisiana and this is the way things look at this moment 
she is trailing this is with 66% of the precincts reporting now we don't have enough information to say who's 
who's ever going to win this race we simply can't say it's very close Mississippi has just dropped for Bob Dole 
seven electoral votes in the Magnolia state not a surprising outcome however it took quite a while to get to all 
the votes in and it looks like the percentage is going to be something 
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percentage is going to be something along this line Bob Dole with a closer margin of victory in Mississippi

a look at this same map four years later we asked the question show us the states where Ross Perot got 
20% or more of the vote tonight there are none zero nada zip Zippo does not compute now for Ross Perot 
the good news is is four years ago he spent his own money and run for president this time around he spent 
the tax higher taxpayers money but of course he doesn't have much to show for it dan thanks Harry let's go 
to our consultant kevin phillips but kevin this does not mean that ross perot and his reform party are finished 
not by a long shot where does perot go from here | think what Perot will try to do was zero in on the

high points for me well | think he's got a number of difficulties the first is hubris presidents who come back in 
for second terms with any decent margin usually sort of think they're on top of the world he's got the legal 
problems he's got a Republican Congress he's got a probable a business cycle downturn coming up in the 
next year or two | think as far as reelected presidents go he's a got a lot of things to watch out for and Ross 
Perot is speaking right now in Dallas let's pick it up you created a party in all 50 states in less than a year 
everybody said it couldn't be done and you did it so congratulation | want to thank the millions of people 
across this country that did it nobody does it better in California it takes two years to create a party they did it 
in just 18 days and that shocked the system and believe me the system needs some shocks | want to thank 
the staff that's worked tirelessly on this for doing an incredible job and | particularly would like to thank Pat 
and Kate showt who are right here with us tonight he's done a fantastic job we had an incredibly talented 
team that put all those television shows together they haven't slept if they're here tonight and | know they're

the most effective political ads our blasts from the past 60 minutes correspondent Mike Wallace is here now 
to play some of the golden oldies of campaign commercial dumb Mike dan - many of the ads we've seen this 
year | think you'll agree have not been very interesting nor very persuasive and certainly not funny so we 
went back to the video archives to look at some commercials from campaigns past seems to me they used to 
do it better first one from 1984 was paid for by challenger Mitch McConnell of Kentucky you said that his 
opponent was AWOL all the time my job was to find Dean Huddleston and get him back to work she was 
missing big votes on Social Security the budget defense this was one of the funniest political commercials 
I've ever seen twelve years ago the Senate race from Kentucky incumbent d Huddleston was absent so 
often and Republican Mitch McConnell said it was time to make this 
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McConnell said it was time to make this an was a classic devastating in its simplicity 1964 the height of the 
Cold War and Lyndon Johnson's campaign was trying to scare the country into believing the Barry Goldwater 
was trigger-happy these are the states to make a world in which all of God's children can live vote for 
President Johnson on November 3rd this ant began to the Chuckle but what it said wasn't so funny back in 
1968 this is one of the meanest attack ads | can remember the Humphrey campaign skewering Spiro Agnew 
this would be funny if it weren't so serious in another ad that same year Hubert Humphreys campaign didn't 
need to say a word Humphry because he cares how sweet it was dad Mike thanks very instructive look back 
let's go now to the Senate Majority Leader Trent the lot thanks for being with us senator congratulations on 
retaining control of the Senate | understand that Senator Dole has called a President Clinton | did have an 
opportunity to talk to senator Dole the last few minutes and you know he feels good about the campaign he 
ran he did a great job and he feels like by closing the margin he helped us reclaim control of the Congress

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sign and that we wouldn't pass a you know safe drinking water legislation we did all of that Hey let's wait and 
see | think my job if | am reelected as Majority Leader is to to look seriously at some of the problems that we 
have learned about in the campaign we have listened to the American people and now we ought to move 
forward to see what we can in fact agree to do | don't write us off | mean a lot of people wouldn't thought we 
could have retained the majority in the Senate and in the Congress we did now it was a chance to see if we 
can't do the people's business in the weeks ahead senator Trent Lott thank you for being with us

prevent being hog-tied by various Republican investigations in his second term well Dan | listened to Trent 
Lawton and | was glad to see that he said we want to focus on the issues that are important to the American 
people and that's what the American people sent a clear message tonight on for four years the Republicans 
have raised allegations against the president they've never proven anything they've used those attacks 
during this campaign the American people rejected those attacks 
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American people rejected those attacks they didn't want it they didn't want insults they wanted issues and so 
what the American people said tonight is stop the partisanship stop the gridlock
